The developers of the 
Glendale outlet mall have 
council on their side when it 
comes to getting construction 
back on track for a summer, 
2014 opening. 

Ivanhoe Cambridge, the 
Quebec development com¬ 
pany anxious to get going on 
an outdoor mall in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake's Glendale 
neighbourhood, has been 
stalled by an appeal to the 
Ontario Municipal Board by 
White Oaks Conference 
Resort. Hotel owners are con¬ 
cerned traffic heading to the 
mall's main entrance will back 
up and create problems for 
hotel guests and spa mem- 

The appeal will be heard 
over four days, beginning Dec. 

Councillors were asked 
Monday to trust NOIL devel¬ 
opment director Milena 
Avramovic to approve the site 
plan agreement for the outlet 
centre before seeing it them¬ 
selves, once the OMB appeal is 
resolved.

She explained the timing 
difficulty: there could be up 
to four weeks between the 
resolution of the appeal and 
the ability of council to 
approve the agreement, fur¬ 
ther delaying construction. 

Normally, Avramovic 
would have the authority to 
approve the agreement with¬ 
out council's input, but 
councillors had asked that 
they have an opportunity to 
see the details and approve 
it themselves. 

Frank Vinodolac, repre¬ 
senting the developer, pre¬ 
sented some drawings 
Monday that showed details 
of the entrances, walkways 
and buildings, as well as the 
food building and an out¬ 
door event area which could 
be used for food fairs, con¬ 
certs or wine-tasting. But 
during questioning from 
councillors, who were hear¬ 


ing about the event area for 
the first time, Vinodolac had 
few details about the kinds 
of events or number of peo¬ 
ple who might attend. 

"We plan to have interest¬ 
ing events that will bring 
people to the mall when it's 
not as busy," he said. 

Councillors asked for fur¬ 
ther information before 
Monday's council meeting, 
when die recommendation 
they approved, relinquish¬ 
ing their approval of the site 
plan agreement, will be rati¬ 
fied. 

Although WhiteOaks is 
appealing the traffic plan, 
Vinodolac told council the 
Town, the Region and the 
Ministry of Transportation 
support the work that will be 
done to widen and improve 
the Glendale-Taylor Road 
intersection to handle 
increased traffic. 

The site plan will show 
the building footprint, the 


details such as landscaping, 
lighting and signs. 

The Outlet Collection, 
Vinodolac said, will have 
500,000 square feet of retail 
space in its first phase, 
including a large anchor 
store and the food building, 
with high-end finishes and 
details. 

"We're all keen to see this 
project move forward," said 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke. "I'm 
not a shopper, but shoppers 
are keen. This is a distinc¬ 
tive shopping mall to attract 
people to our area." 

He said he was pleased 
to see details about a possi¬ 
ble transit hub for NOTL 
and regional buses. 

"I can see our ridership 
from the community centre 
to Niagara-on-the-Green 
blossom," he said. 

Once the OMB appeal is 
resolved, he said, he looks 
forward to seeing the devel¬ 
opers "get down and dirty 
and see this thing built."

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St. Davids residents refused tax relief for failing grinder pumps

St Davids Ratepayers 
Association A1 Steip took 
one last stab at getting tax 
relief for home owners with 
grinder pumps, but coun¬ 
cillors weren't buying his 

Steip referenced a 
neighbour who he said 
receives a tax credit for 
looking after trees on the 
escarpment—different ter¬ 
minology with similar 
intent, he said. 


But public works direc¬ 
tor Ewald Kuczera said he 
wasn't familiar with that 
situation, and explained 
that provincial legislation 
doesn't allow taxpayers to 
bear the burden of sewer 
costs for others. 

Members of the 
Ratepayers Association are 
angry that they were forced 
to install grinder pumps 
about eight years ago, and 
now have no support from 
the town with maintaining 
and replacing them as they 
age and fail, Steip said. 


Although not all resi¬ 
dents have experienced 
failure with their pumps, 
they will eventually, he 
said. "All mechanical sys¬ 
tems have a limited lifespan 
and must be repaired or 
replaced at some time." 

Councillors rejected the 
tax relief for home owners 
with grinder pumps, voting 
instead to endorse an 
extension of a program that 
the public works depart¬ 
ment has offered since 
2010.

reminded that the sewer 
system in St. Davids was in 
response to the health 
department's investigation 
into septic systems, 40 per 
cent of which were failing. 

Grinder pumps, Kuczera 
said, were the most cost- 
effective way to deal with 
properties where a gravity 
system wouldn't work. 

Expanding the grinder 
pump replacement pro¬ 
gram, making it retroactive 
for all St. Davids property 
owners who installed an 
E-One grinder pump and 
experienced pump failure, 
would cost at most about 
$32,000. 

It would be subject to 
proof that the pump was 
replaced, but not contin¬ 
gent on it having been 
installed properly, which 
has also been a problem. 

The amount paid would 
be based on the projected 
eight-year life of the pump, 


and would be a once-only 
payment. 

"The onus would then 
remain on the property- 
owner for any future fail¬ 
ures due to an installation 
problem that was not 
resolved," the public works 
report said. 

The ratepayers request 
for tax relief would amount 
to $227,900 every eight 
years, Kuczera said, and 


would contravene current 
legislation by adding the 
cost to the tax base. 

With the exception of 
Councillor Martin Mazza, 
who voted against turning 
down the request, council¬ 
lors sitting as the public 
works committee agreed 
with Kuczera's recommen¬ 
dation, and will ratify their 
decision at Monday's coun¬ 
cil meeting.

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Provincial e-bike legislation needs some clarity, councillors decide

E-bikes are prohibited on 
the Niagara Parkway recre¬ 
ation trail, but not on trails 
or sidewalks in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, according to a 
report prepared at the 
request of town council. 

With legislation govern¬ 
ing the bikes coming from 
the Highway Traffic Act and 
the region, and in Niagara, 
from the Parks Commission, 
and problems with who will 
enforce it, town councillors 
want clarification from the 
province, they decided 
Monday. 

Councillors are also hop¬ 
ing for support from other 


municipalities, many of 
which have their own strug¬ 
gles dealing with e-bikes. 

At the request of council, 
enforcement co-ordinator 
Dion Kedian prepared a 
report on the use of e-bikes 
on town sidewalks and rec¬ 
reation trails. 

One resident reported a 
collision between an e-bike 
on the trail through Virgil 
near McDonald's, while 
another contacted the town 
about a near-miss on the 
Niagara River Parkway, 
Kedian said. 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote also reported witness¬ 
ing a "scary near-miss" 
between a transport truck 
and an e-bike on Niagara 


Stone Road in Virgil. 

Kedian says the Niagara 
Parks Commission prohibits 
the use of e-bikes on the 
parkway path but doesn't 
actively enforce it, because 
forcing the e-bike rider onto 
the Niagara Parkway would 
risk a more serious injury 
from a car than an injury to a 
pedestrian on the trail, he 
was told. 

The provincial Highway 
Traffic Act considers e-bikes 
bicycles, not motorized 
vehicles, as long as they have 

Although unlike bicycles, 
operators must be 16 years 
of age or older and must 
wear a helmet, no driver's 
licence, vehicle registration 


or insurance is required, 
Kedian said. 

However, some people 
remove the pedals and add 
gas tanks to their e-bikes to 
make them go faster, said 
Kedian, and in Ontario, an 
e-bike becomes a motor 
vehicle if the pedals are 
removed and would then 
require a licence, a licence 
plate and valid insurance. 

Niagara Regional Police 
have reported issuing tickets 
for those on modified e-bikes 
for not having an appropri¬ 
ate license, insurance or 
plates, said Kedian. 

Although there is provin¬ 
cial and regional legislation 
concerning e-bikes, a 
municipality may create its 


own bylaws, from selective 
prohibitions to outright 

One of the concerns, says 
Kedean, is that the average 
e-bike can weigh around 160 
pounds and legally travel up 
to 32 kilometre an hour. 

Some municipalities have 
banned e-bikes on sidewalks 
and trails, and others are 
considering similar legisla- 

Councillor Jamie King 
also voiced his concern that 
tourists might pose a safety 
risk if they are using e-bikes 
to take winery tours and 
enjoy wine tastings. 

But other muncipalities 
are concerned about pro¬ 
hibiting what is considered 


the "next generation" green 
transportation—they don't 
want to be perceived as 
being unsupportive of some¬ 
thing that is environmental- 
ly-friendly. 

Councillors decided they 
will wait for clarification 
from the province before 
discussing further munici¬ 
pal legislation. 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
said he believes any further 
rules governing e-bikes 
should come from the prov- 

Councillor Dave Dick 
suggested educating e-bike 
riders, encouraging them to 
use horns or bells on recre¬ 
ational paths out of courtesy 
to pedestrians.

gest problem, and the big¬ 
gest disappointment for the 
youngster who was really 
proud of his jersey.

When it comes to e-bikes, confusion reigns 


It appears the Niagara Parks 
Commission has changed its policy, or 
more people are confused than just our 
council members—although our bylaw 
supervisor was told e-bikes are not allowed 
on the Niagara Parkway recreation trail, 
the Parks website clearly states they are. 

Likely they changed their policy 
because they realized die safety of e-bike 
riders matters, and they are safer than they 
would be on the busy Parkway, where 
there are no shoulders. 

The same could be true in town. 
Although it would be possible to legislate 
e-bikes off our trails to protect the safety of 
pedestrians, it would be endangering the 
e-bikers. 

Some of our e-bikers are tourists choos¬ 
ing a pleasurable way to get around from 
winery to winery—let's hope, as one coun¬ 
cillor mentioned Monday, they're 
restrained in their wine-tasting—and 
some are locals counting on their e-bikes 
as an inexpensive mode of transportation. 
Either way, we all have an obligation to 
consider then safety. 

It would seem, although e-bikes are 
considered bicycles under the highway 


traffic act and are therefore allowed on 
trails, there are some rules that differ from 
those that apply to bicycles—e-riders must 
be 16 or older, and have to wear helmets. 

But there does seem to be some confu¬ 
sion as far as legislation is concerned, and 
it makes sense to first ask the province to 
clarify, and then ask the province for 
changes, if required, so that legislation is 
uniform throughout the province. 

The owner of the e-bike rental business 
in town says he does all he can to educate 
his customers about safety, including ask¬ 
ing them to honk when passing pedestri¬ 
ans, as one councillor suggested. 

As with rural road safety, the biggest 
issue is education and awareness. The best 
the Town can do is ensure all e-bikers, 
pedestrians and drivers understand and 
are aware of rules that will help keep 
everyone safe. 

And even more important is that we all, 
whether we're walking on a trail, riding 
any kind of bicycle, scooter or motorcycle 
or driving a vehicle, show courtesy to oth¬ 
ers and use some common sense. 

That's the best collision prevention of 
all.

Marshmallow test indicates who is likely to succeed, who might go to jail 


Self-control in 
children can be 
related to suc¬ 
cess as adults, 
marshmallow study 
determines 


When was the last time 
you said, “Let’s roast some 
marshmallows?” 

Since I’m not sweet six¬ 
teen it was a lot of moons 
ago for me. 

Now, a report from 
Stanford University shows 
marshmallows are good 
for more than enjoying 
them around a fire. It 
seems how you handle a 
marshmallow can tell how 
you handle other things 
later in life. In fact, it may 
even decide if you will end 
up in jail. 

Walter Mischel, profes¬ 
sor of Psychology at 
Stanford University, car¬ 
ried out a number of inter¬ 
esting experiments on 
marshmallows. 

He tested 653 young

children, four years of age, 
who all loved marshmal- 

The four-year-olds were 
placed one at a time in a 
single room containing 
only a desk and chair. Each 
child was then given a 
marshmallow and told 
they could either eat the 
marshmallow right away, 
or, if they waited for 15 
minutes without eating it, 
they would be given a sec¬ 
ond marshmallow. 

A video showed how 
they struggled to delay 


instant gratification. Some 
kept looking at the marsh¬ 
mallow, or touched it, and 
then sucked their finger. 
Others made a series of 
facial expressions, won¬ 
dering what to do. Still 
others buried their heads 
in their hands or peaked 
out of one eye looking at it, 
kicked the desk, or tugged 
on their pigtails. 

Mischel reports that a 
few of the kids ate the 
marshmallow right away. 
Only 30 percent found a 
way to resist the tempta¬ 
tion and received their 
second marshmallow. 

The initial purpose of 
the experiment was to 
determine how a child’s 
mental processes would 
allow some to delay instant 
gratification, and to study 
why some children could 
wait for a second marsh¬ 
mallow. 

But the goal of the study 
was expanded several 
years later. Mischel decid¬ 
ed to track down many of 
the 653 children who had 
participated in the earlier 


study. The purpose was to 
find out if there was any 
correlation between those 
who quickly ate the marsh¬ 
mallow and those who 
delayed doing so. 

Mischel’s questionnaire 
included every human 
trait he could think of, 
such as the ability to plan 
ahead, how they got along 
with their peers, or wheth¬ 
er they had a criminal 
record. He also requested 
their S.A.T. educational 
scores. 

So what did he find? He 
discovered that those who 
quickly ate the marshmal¬ 
low were more likely to 
suffer from behavioural 
problems both in the home 
and at school. 

They had trouble pay¬ 
ing attention, struggled in 
stressful situations and 
found it difficult to main¬ 
tain friendships. And it 
increased the chance of 
having a weight problem, 
trouble with drugs and 
being convicted of a 

Those children who 


could wait for 15 minutes 
had an S.A.T. score that 
was, on average, two hun¬ 
dred and ten points higher 
than children who could 
wait only 30 seconds. They 
were also more likely to 
come from high income 
families, save for their 
retirement and study rath¬ 
er than watch TV. 

Mischel’s experiment 
concluded that all the chil¬ 
dren wanted the marsh¬ 
mallow, so what deter¬ 
mined self-control? 

The key, he says, was to 
avoid thinking about it in 
the first place. So the suc¬ 
cessful children avoided 
staring at the tempting 
marshmallow, sang songs 
from Sesame Street, or 
busied themselves other- 

Mischel says adults do 
the same thing to outsmart 
their shortcomings. For 
instance, Odysseus knew 
he couldn’t resist the 
Siren’s song so he tied 
himself to the ship's mast. 

Mischel's advice for the 
rest of us is that the best 


way to avoid the Siren’s 
song is to avoid it. And that 
what we call will power 
has nothing to do with the 
will. 

One U.S. school, KIPP 
Academy in Philadelphia, 
reminds its students that 
self-control is one of the 
fundamental character 
strengths. To stress this 
point they receive a shirt 
emblazoned with the slo¬ 
gan, 'Don’t eat the marsh¬ 
mallows'. 

Today, the lack of self- 
control and the need for 
instant gratification has 
caused much of the world’s 
economic, financial and 

Maybe it’s time for par¬ 
ents to conduct the marsh¬ 
mallow test on their chil¬ 
dren. And to ensure a bet¬ 
ter world, it’s time to pro¬ 
vide marshmallows to 
politicians who believe 
that taxpayers’ money 
grows on trees.

Ruby may not have gone 
through all of her nine lives 
yet, but she's definitely 
leading a charmed life. 

She is now back home, 
safe in the arms of St. 
Davids resident Elvira 
Stegmueller, who adopted 
her a little more than three 
months ago from the 
Niagara Falls Humane 
Society, after visiting the 
cat adoption centre run by 
the humane society at 
Niagara Square. 

Ruby had been there for 
three months, after her pre¬ 
vious owner, an elderly lady 
who also got her from the 
humane society and kept 
her for six years, had to go 
into a seniors residence.

car or killed by a coyote. 

So she was surprised, 11 
weeks after Ruby disap¬ 
peared, to hear she had 
turned up at the St. Davids 
Veterinary Clinic. 

The cat had been traced 
back to Stegmueller thanks 
to a micro chip that the 
humane society inserts in 
all of their pets—before 
they send them off to a new 

Ruby hadn't gone far. 
Stegmueller lives off Four 


Mile Creek Road, just 
across the busy street from 
Creekside Senior Estates, 
where Ruby was discov¬ 
ered hiding under the deck 
of Janet Durrant. 

"My husband and I were 
sitting on the deck when we 
heard some banging under¬ 
neath. When we looked and 
found a cat, we thought 
maybe she was pregnant 
and looking for somewhere 
to have kittens, so we began 
feeding her out on the 


deck." 

During a visit from the 
Durrants 1 grandchildren, 
the cat found her way into 
their home and made her¬ 
self comfortable, so they 
came to terms with having 
adopted a new pet.

they had her. 

Eventually, Durrant 
took Miss Mollie to the St. 
Davids clinic to discuss 
having the cat's claws 
removed—she was quickly 
making a mess of their fur¬ 
niture—and was delighted 
to have another option pre¬ 
sented to her. She took 
Miss Mollie home with Soft 
Paws, a set a bright purple 
plastic nail tips—there are 
many colours to choose 
from—that are glued on to 
prevent damage when 
scratching. 

She had checked at the 
post office, looking for a 
poster that would lead her 
to the cat's rightful owner, 
but didn't see one there. 

However, during the 
visit to the clinic, veterinar¬ 
ian Stephanie Hall discov¬ 
ered the chip, and was able 
to find contact information 
for Stegmueller and arrange 
to have her come to pick up 

Durrant says she and 
her husband have always 
had pets, but when they 
had to put their cat down 
about a year ago, they 
decided that was it for 

While the arrival of Miss 
Mollie, who adopted them, 
changed their minds, 
Durrant says if they end up 


with another pet it will be 
under the same circum¬ 
stances. 

"I miss her, but I'm glad 
for the happy outcome," 
she says. 

Stegmueller says it was 
obvious from the condition 
of her cat, who now will go 
back to being known as 
Ruby, that she had been 
well looked after, although 
the five weeks before 
Durrant found her will 
likely remain a mystery. 

"She's so sweet, a lovely 
little cat. When I got her 
back I assumed she had 
been staying someone—she 
didn't look like she'd been 
living in the rough." 

Both women say the 
micro chip is a great idea— 
it means a pet that goes 
missing is much more likely 
to find its rightful owners. 

"I would definitely do it 
if I had a cat again," says 
Durrant. 

It costs about $70, says 
Dr. Hall, who suggests it to 
pet owners when they come 
in for shots—a good invest¬ 
ment most are making as 
just another way to keep 
their beloved pets safe. 

"It's easily inserted with 
a needle. The chip is about 
the size of a grain of rice. 
The pet doesn't usually

The local Rotary Club has 
no problem finding Niagara- 
on-the-Lake students who 
would like to spend some 
time abroad, but it's becom¬ 
ing more and more difficult 
to find host families to pro¬ 
vide temporary homes for 
exchange students who want 

Jeannie Manning has 
hosted eight students 
through the Rotary exchange 
program, and has a young 
girl from France staying with 

But the youth exchange 
program is in jeopardy of 
next year, without host fami¬ 
lies, she says. 


The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Rotary Club has three appli¬ 
cations from students who 
are interested in traveling as 
exchange students for the 
2013/2014 school year, but 
in order to sponsor local stu¬ 
dents, the club has to be able 
to find host families to bring 
exchange students here, says 
Manning. 

And finding host families 
has been made more diffi¬ 
cult since the closure of the 
local high school. 

"Our Rotary Club has no 
student nucleus in NOTL 
from which to build relation¬ 
ships with their families and 
the community," she says. 

It is a three-month obli¬ 
gation for a host family—the 
goal is to provide three dif¬ 
ferent family experiences for 


each student who visits for 
the full school year. 

Manning and her hus¬ 
band Lee have hosted eight 
students over the years, and 
are still in touch with all of 
them—four have returned 
for visits. 

"We have an open invita¬ 
tion to visit them in their 
home countries and have 
done so. It is on our bucket 
list to visit them all." 

The Rotary Youth 
Exchange has been helping 
students broaden their hori¬ 
zons for more than 75 years, 
with more than 80 countries 
and 8,000 students partici¬ 
pating in the program each 

Exchange students attend 
school in a different coun¬ 
try, learn a new way of living 
in a different culture and in 
different households, and 
also learn about themselves. 

They experience first¬ 
hand how small the world is 
and how similar people are 
although they may live in 
completely different cul¬ 
tures, says Manning. 

Students from Niagara- 
on-the-Lake who travel 
abroad become ambassa¬ 
dors, teaching people they 
meet about Canada, its cul¬

Simpson’s Pharmasave 
will now be able to offer 
more services to people in 
the community as the 
Ontario government has 
decided to allow pharma¬ 
cists to refill some drug 
prescriptions, administer 
flu shots and prescribe 
anti-smoking medication. 

Sean Simpson, com¬ 
pounding pharmacist, 
said he sees this as a posi¬ 
tive step forward in our 
healthcare system. 

“Pharmacists have an 
important role to play in 
health care. We can pro¬ 
vide unique skills. There 
are a lot of advantages to 
this and I can only see 
that as a good thing,” said 
Simpson. 

Both pharmacists Julie 
Dyck and Simpson will be 
certified to administer flu 
shots, but due to the pro¬ 
cess to become certified 
he said that it will be about 
two weeks before they can 
start giving the shots. 
Eventually, there will be 
four Simpson’s pharma¬ 
cists who would be able to 
administer the flu shots. 


This is not a require¬ 
ment for pharmacies, but 
there are 20 in the Niagara 
region who will he certi¬ 
fied and about 1,900 in 
Ontario. 

Simpson said that once 
they are able to provide 
the flu shots that patients 
should call ahead to make 
sure someone is there to 

“Because it’s limited 
now to two people, we 
can’t always guarantee 
that someone will be here. 
Calling ahead will help 
eliminate some frustra¬ 
tion,” he said. 

The pharmacy will also 
host flu clinics, which he 
encourages people to 
attend. 

The flu shot is free to 
anyone with a health card 
and who is above the age 
of five. 

“By us being able to 
provide the public with 
their flu shots it gives peo¬ 
ple another opening to get 
vaccinated. It provides 
some more conveniences 
to people and gives them 
easier access.” 

With more people being 
vaccinated there will be 
fewer instances of people 
developing serious ill¬

Pharmacists are also, 
under the new legislation, 
able to renew or adapt 
existing prescriptions, 
prescribe medication to 
help people quit smoking, 
demonstrate how to use 
an asthma inhaler or inject 
insulin and support 
patients who have chronic 
diseases, such as diabetes 
by monitoring their condi¬ 
tion. 

The two drugs they can 
prescribe to help people 
stop smoking are Champix 
and Zyban. 

“The rationale with this 
was to help people quit 
smoking when they want. 
In the past we could only 
recommend the patch or 
gum and some people 
don’t want nicotine 
replacement. It opens a 
door for people who want 
to quit. The easier the 
access to this, the better 
off they'll be,” he said. 

Helping people quit 
smoking will have an over¬ 
all positive affect on 
health, including reducing 
heart disease, stroke and 
other illnesses associated 
with smoking. 

Not everyone can get in 
to see their doctor in a 
timely manner so Simpson 
said that refilling prescrip¬ 
tions helps keep people 
on their medications. 

“This service is in no 
way a replacement to see¬ 
ing your doctor, but it’s an 
added service to help peo¬ 
ple refill their medication 
until they can see their 
doctor,” he said.
